the London view is that the recent 
advance in prices results from 
speculating on the tightening up 
of restriction and increasing auto- 
motive production in the United 
States, as factors likely to necessi- 
tate advances in raw rubber early 
in 1928. 

One report says:— 

“Por the last two months con- 
sumption in America has been fall- 
ing off. However, in very sound 
quarters a resumption of trading 
activity in that country is expected 
in the first of 1928. 

“The current rate of consumption 
in America has been affected by the 
six months’ closing down of a lead- 
ing car manufacturer, but recent 
resumption is one of the main fac- 
tors leading to an almost general 
forecast that 1928 should be a 
bumper year in the motor car in- 
dustry in the United States.” 

Another report points out that or- 
ganized selling by the British ex- 
porters is being seriously affected in 
the United Ssates—the world’s larg- 
est rubber consumer—where buying 
is now largely done through one 
group, while the growers are com- 
neting against each other, and 
therefore “‘not obtaining the higher 
prices which a united front would 
enable them to demand.” 

The same London authority sug- 
gests that co-operative selling would 
no doubt bolster up the market, 
“but it is to be feared, all the same,

they receive plenty of moral sup- 
port, are doomed in advance to fail 
on account of the mysterious leak- 
age which invariably seems to oc- 
cur.” 

With British rubber consumption 
approximately 40.000 long tons an- 
nually, the proportion of reclaimed 
to new rubber consumed is small 
compared with similar figures for 
the United States, according to 
London advices. 

Reclaiming of rubber has had a 
more gradual development in the 
United Kingdom than in the United 
States. At present Seven British 
companies are engaged exclusively 
in the manufacture of reclaimed 
rubber. Four or five other com- 
panies also operate reclaiming 
plants, consuming their own re- 
claimed rubber in the manufacture 
of finished goods. 

The productive capacity of all the 
British reclaimers is estimated be- 
tween 9,000 and 10,000 Iong tons an- 
nually. Reclaimed rubber its used 
chiefly by manufacturers of bicycle 
and motorcycle tires, perambulator 
tires, proofings for waterproof 
cloths, footwear, mechanical rubber 
goods, and, to a lesser degree, in 
automobile casings and tubes. 

No second-quality tires have es- 
tablished themselves in the British 
market. Hence, there is limited use 
of reclaimed rubber for this purpose. 
Nevertheless, there appears to be 
considerable interest the British 
trade in the subiect of rubber and 
extensive research is being under- 
taken by all leading rubber manu-
